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CITY OF PLAINFIELD, NEW JERSEY

Population, per 1940 Federal Census 
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Plainfield, a city of over six square miles, is located at the foothills of 
the Watchung Mountains, in the western part of the County of Union, in a 
comparatively level section; is provided with an excellent climate and an 
abundance of pure and wholesome water from artesian wells; has one of 
the finest school systems in the state; churches of many denominations; ex- 
cellent fire and police protection; over 86 miles of well paved streets and 
over 130 miles of sanitary and storm sewers. 


Plainfield is about twenty-four miles from New York City, on the main 
line of the Central Railroad of New Jersey, the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad 
and the Reading Railroad, all operating between New York and Philadel- 
phia. There is excellent train service, with a 45 minute running time of 
express trains to New York City. Highway Routes Nos. 25, 26, 28 and 29 
run through or near Plainfield. 


The chief industries are manufacture of printing presses, automobile 
trucks and parts, wood-working machines, tools, clothing and hats. 


The products of the surrounding country, aside from general manu- 
facturing located along the railroads, are from farms, specializing in milk, 
eggs and vegetables. 


Municipal buildings consist of City Hall, Police Headquarters, Fire 
Department Headquarters and two local company houses, fifteen public 
school buildings, and public library and art gallery—the fourth oldest in 
the State. 


Modern buildings house the Y.M.C.A., Y.W.C.A., colored Y.W.C.A. and 
Y.M.C.A. and Y.M.—Y.W.H.A. Plainfield has an active Chamber of Com- 
merce, up-to-date department stores, Post Office Building, Hospital, five 
banks, seven building and loan associations and an armory, as well as 
private schools known the country over. Plainfield also has many recrea- 
tional and social attractions, possessing two large parks within its borders 
supervised and controlled by the County, several golf clubs and fraternal 
and service clubs. 


MAYOR’S MESSAGE 
January 1, 1942 


We are entering a year which will undoubtedly be fraught with mo- 
mentous consequences not only for our nation, but for the City of Plain- 
field as well. The spirit with which we approach the problems that lay in 
our path will have much to do with the ultimate success of our efforts to 
pursue the best channel through which we will guide the local Ship of State. 


DEFENSE 


Our defense preparations are being carried on with the help of citi- 
zens, agencies and groups in Plainfield; and, although in an incomplete 
state, may be said to have attained a position where our people generally 
have cause to feel that their lives and properties will be protected to the 
greatest degree that a careful analysis and well-planned execution -can be 
expected to produce. 

It is essential that in preparing our annual budget, the matter of ap- 
propriations for this very important defense work be studied carefully, and 
provisions made for contingencies that may occur in this field. 

While the amount of money required for local defense purposes gen- 
erally during 1942 is indefinite, it will be a sum which will have a distinct 
bearing on a higher tax rate; and, accordingly, the expenses of all depart- 
‘ments of our city, including the Board of School Estimates, should be pared 
to a minimum, commensurate with efficiency in these departments. 

Under the present stress it would seem to be very unwise to contem- 
plate additional bond issues for our city, covering extended plans of opera- 
‘tion of any city unit. 

We are at war, and all must necessarily contribute to the public good 
by sacrificing some comforts and services that the city has provided during 
the years of peace. 

This refers to any city expense that might allay temporary incon- 
venience from conditions which at the time being might make our citizens 
uncomfortable for a short period of time. 

‘In other words, we should aim to eliminate from our city budget or 
costs all items that may be carried over (in any way possible) to the day 
when we will be on a normal basis again. 

I believe the great majority of our citizens will cheerfully countenance 
such a program, as it is proposed in the spirit of defense; and the increas- 
ing number who are offering themselves for service to our Defense Council 
shows that our people’s thoughts are directed in this channel of saving and 
sacrifice for ultimate victory and safety, not only for themselves, but for 
posterity. 


ADDITIONAL REVENUE 


The time is here when we must use every legitimate means in our power 
to increase local revenue, in order to help meet the expenses bound to come 
during the war period. 

An active Revenue Committee of your honorable body is needed for 
the taxpayers’ interest, which committee should comb every avenue through 
which a fair and equitable tax, or license, may be imposed. 

Various items of additional revenue have been discussed by previous 
Councils and action has heretofore been deferred generally, but there is no 
doubt, gentlemen, that it is definitely necessary at this time to put regu- 


lations into effect that will increase the dwindling contents of our city 
treasury. 


RELIEF 


The continued high cost of relief in Plainfield is a matter of grave 
concern, Other municipalities are reducing their relief costs materially, 
but notwithstanding the increase of employment generally, our costs do not 
reduce to any appreciable degree. 
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This matter should receive the closest attention of the governing 
body, and a determined effort made to minimize this expense, and reduce 
relief administrative costs, as well as the case load. 


It is well to bear in mind that the state’s contribution to Plainfield for 
relief purposes will be less this year than that in 1941. 


RECREATION DEPARTMENT 


Considering the large number of Plainfield people who will be engaged 
in defense work in 1942, the necessity of a continued large appropriation 
for recreation purposes should be considered carefully, with a view of re- 
ducing this cost to our taxpayers. 


“More work and less play’ should be the slogan this year, and it 
would be in keeping with a very potent question affecting all of our de- 
partments, namely: “How can we save on budget requirements in, 1942 77 


SALE OF CITY PROPERTY 


The acquisition by the city of numerous parcels of real estate through 
foreclosure, has presented a problem for the disposal of these items, to 
bring them into the class of ratables. 


It is true that a number of sales have been made, but not a large 
enough percentage of the whole to cause us to rely upon the present 
system absolutely. 

I suggest that a committee of your honorable body consider placing 
these properties in the hands of the Board of Realtors of Plainfield, or a 
specially designated broker, with power to advertise in the usual real es- 
tate mediums, in order that a more definite effort be made to dispose of 
these increasing city real estate holdings. 


State legislation would be required to put this proposition into effect. 


Success has been obtained by other municipalities along these lines, 
and Plainfield might well profit by a carefully prepared plan in this 
direction. 


POLICE, FIRE DEPARTMENTS 


The Police and Fire Departments have kept up to their high level of 
efficiency during 1941, and this year we look confidently for a continuance 
of this fine service to the community. 


Officers of both branches have taken from time to time special courses 
of instruction in the duties pertaining to their departments, thus bringing 
to our city the most modern application of the principles and rules of their 
protective coverage. 


DEFENSE UNITS 


To the members of our various defense units and the fine officers and 
instructors in charge, a debt of gratitude is due from all the people of 
Plainfield. 

These public-spirited citizens have given whole-heartedly of their time 
and effort to perfect an organization of local defense which is a matter of 
pride to our community, and we feel confident that their work under the 
actual stress of emergencies will be productive of as high a degree of pro- 
tection as any city in the country can boast. 

All of our citizens should rightfully feel relieved and more at ease in 
these trying times, knowing that these units are ready to act at any time 
the occasion requires. 

Plainfield is particularly fortunate this year in having as members of 
the Common Council gentlemen of rich experience and sound judgment in 
the conduct of local affairs, and I look forward to your cooperation with 
confidence that your labors in 1942 will produce the same high caliber of 
public service that you have given in the past. :

CURRENT ACCOUNT — EXHIBIT A 


The City of Plainfield closed its fiscal year on December 31, 1941 with 
a cash surplus of $140,326.54 and $282,162.29 cash in the bank pledged to 
current purposes. This compares with the year 1940 with a cash deficit of 
$119,736.46 and $95,979.12 cash in the bank. 

This change was brought about through the collection in 1941 of 
$190,467.53 of past due Franchise and Gross Receipts taxes which had 
previously been withheld through litigation, also through the adoption of 
sound budgets and better tax collections. 

The excess collection of revenues for budgetary purposes in the 
amount of $176,363.01 is the difference between the total revenues realized 
in cash of $2,995,360.98 (Statement of Revenues A-4) and the total budget 
appropriations of $2,818,997.97 (Statement of Budget Expenditures A6-5).

The decrease in delinquent taxes is approximately $85,000.00. $42,359.69 
of this decrease was caused by transfer of liens to foreclosed property 
account.

Sound finances of a municipality are based on sound taxable ratables. 
For that reason the Mayor and Common Council of the City of Plainfield 
have adopted a plan to appropriate yearly an amount to cover the costs of 
foreclosure on 100 sale certificates. If this plan is continued for two or 
three years Plainfield will have cleared its records of tax title liens.

TRUST ACCOUNT — EXHIBIT C 


These accounts deal almost entirely with assessment improvement and 
refunds by the utility corporations for service connections. 

The cost of local improvements are financed by improvement notes and 
these notes are paid as and when the assessments are collected. In the 
event any of these assessments are sold for non-payment of the assessment 
the amount of such assessments sold is included in the annual budget to 
meet its share of the debt obligation. 


WELFARE RELIEF ACCOUNT — EXHIBIT D 

The total relief cost for the year 1941 was $82,035.14 in comparison 
with $101,944.26 for the year 1940. 

State reimbursements received during the year 1941 was $24,297.07 as 
against $87,500.00 for the year 1940. The cash balance at the close of the 
year 1941 was $17,459.84 as against $51,274.56 at the close of the year 1940. 

It is to be hoped that Plainfield will continue to enjoy its healthy 
financial condition for years to come.

The bonds of the Pension Commission are purchased for investment, and with the prob- 
ability of being held to maturity. As nearly all bonds are purchased at a premium but are 
carried at par value, the premium is absorbed into the Expense Account. Should a bond be 
purchased for less than par, the book value is increased to par and any difference credited as 
income. This method is approved by the State Department and avoids a yearly amortization 
of premium on bonds from the date of purchase to the date of payment. 


The yield is figured on the cost at the time of purchase, to maturity. 
The market value is shown of the date of this report and may fluctuate according to 


financial conditions.

POLICE TELEGRAPH SYSTEM 


The Police Telegraph System is of the Gamewell Type and consists of 
eleven call boxes with flashlights and horns, one time clock with paper 
take-up reel, one switchboard with instruments mounted thereon for charg- 
ing the batteries, and storage batteries for operating the system. The bat- 
teries are located at Fire Headquarters and the power for charging them is 
furnished by the Public Service Gas and Electric Company. 


SCHOOL SAFETY PATROL 


Safety patrols are functioning successfully in fifteen public and two 
parochial schools. There are four hundred and nine members in the Safety 
Patrol. Junior safety councils and safety clubs are functioning in all of the 
schools. The safety patrols are all working under a standard set of rules as 
set down by the Plainfield Area Safety Council and approved by the Na- 
tional Safety Council. These patrols are checked daily while they are on 
duty, by using the “Voice of Safety” car. By this means we are able to 
keep the patrols up to standard. 


SCHOOL TRAFFIC

CHILD PROTECTION BUREAU 

This Bureau has investigated forty-nine cases of Juvenile delinquency 
during the year. Seventeen of these cases were turned over to the Chil- 
dren’s Council for Guidance, twenty-four cases were settled by the Police 
Department and eight cases were sent to the Juvenile Court. Forty-two of 
the offenders were boys and eight were girls. 

Five students were picked up and returned to school for the Attendance 
Department. 

This department also maintains a confidential Juvenile file which has 
been of much assistance to the department and other social agencies in 
adjusting many cases. 


CONCLUSIONS AND RECOMMENDATIONS 
I respectfully submit to your Honorable Body my Annual Report of 
the Police Department of the City of Plainfield for the year ending Decem- 


ber 31st, 1941. : ace: ; 
This Department has a two-way radio system consisting of a main 


station and four squad cars which were installed in 1938. The personnel of 
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this branch of service consists of three sergeants and eighteen men. In 
order that every section of the City might be better protected at all times, 
the City has been divided into eleven districts of which eight districts are 
covered by foot patrolmen and three districts by the radio division with a 
radio car in each district and one kept in reserve. Each of these cars are 
equipped with a first aid kit, searchlight, fire extinguisher, night sticks, riot 
gun and tear gas bombs. During the course of the past year radio patrol- 
ling has become a great necessity and without its operation little could be 
accomplished in the line of quick apprehension of criminals. 

Our Safety Division has made a survey of the City with various rec- 
ommendations made with a result gratifying to all concerned and more 
fully explained by the analysis set forth in this report. The personnel of 
this department consists of one patrolman assigned to this particular work 
and that of school traffic. 

The Bureau of Identification and Photography has been greatly im- 
proved by the addition of up to date paraphernalia and the taking of non- 
criminal fingerprints established during the year 1936 has continued since 
with gratifying results. 

The Detective Bureau has had an especially busy year as more fully 
explained in this report. Our Department may well be a source of great 
satisfaction and civic pride to its citizens. In every branch of police en- 
deavor the department has, during the past year, provided its greatest 
value in the prevention of crime and the apprehension of perpetrators of 
such law violations and infractions as were committed. 

For the past several years our Department has been undermanned and 
I would respectfully recommend that ten men be secured for the purpose of 
bringing our quota up to standard and in order that we may better patrol 
the City. At the present time, particularly during the evening when the 
rush of commuters is on, two of our radio cars are completely tied up 
doing traffic duty. Should an emergency arise due to this particular con- 
dition, a delay in the proper discharge in our radio car duty might possibly 
mean the non-apprehension of a criminal. The employment of these re- 
placement men would not only bring our quota up to standard but would 
give this much needed protection to our citizens. 

It is gratifying for me to be able to state that our City was, during 
the past year free from serious crimes. It more clearly shows that the 
men are filling their sworn duty to the citizens of the City and because of 
their whole-hearted cooperation and law abiding conduct. Plainfield is for- 
tunate in the absence of major crimes, and I trust that in years to come 
we shall not pass from this high esteem. My recommendations which I 
respectfully submit for your consideration and approval are few in number 
but important and trust they will be given serious consideration as they 
are necessary. 

As in previous years it has been requested that traffic lights be in-- 
stalled at various intersections where a careful survey has demonstrated 
their necessity which are as follows: 

At Watchung Avenue and East Second Street, to be synchronized with 
the light at East Front Street and Watchung Avenue, one at Watchung 
Avenue and East Fourth Street, one at West Front Street and Madison 
Avenue, one at Richmond Street and East Third Street, one at Grant 
Avenue and West Fourth Street and an additional light be placed at Plain- 
field Avenue and West Front Street. 

I would also recommend that Black and White Signs be attached to all 
Traffic Lights at Watchung Avenue and East Seventh Street and Crescent 
Avenue and East Seventh Street marked, “Move on Green Only.” 

In conclusion, I wish to say that the Department has had a most suc- 
cessful year. The men entrusted with public safety in this city, the Mayor 
and the Members of the Common Council have been willing and eager to 
contribute towards the proper conduct of the Department and I wish to 
take this opportunity of expressing to all my thanks and appreciation for 
their support and many acts of kindness extended during the year.

Fire Alarm Telegraph System 


The system is of the Gamewell Type with 102 fire alarm boxes, 16 of 
which are private. During the year two (2) new type boxes were installed 
at new locations. There is approximately 5614 miles of overhead wires. A 
15 inch gong is located in each of the outside Fire Stations, an 18 inch gong 
with three 10 inch tappers and one 6 inch tapper at Fire Headquarters, one 
12 inch gong at Police Headquarters and 6 inch tappers are located at the 
Electric and Gas Company’s plants, and other places of importance. One 10 
circuit automatic repeater, one 12 circuit switchboard with instruments 
mounted on it for testing and recharging of batteries, one house circuit and 
one local battery circuit at Headquarters, and 6 outside circuits are in use. 
One alarm transmitter and four alarm registers with paper take-up reels 
are installed in the various Fire Stations. There are four 60 inch battery 
racks with 143 cells for operating the Alarm System and one 12 circuit pro- 
tector board. One Sterling 5 horsepower electric siren and one remote con- 
trol switch. There are 8 rectifiers. Installed at Fire Headquarters is a 
telephone switchboard with four trunk lines and eleven extensions. Three 
of the extensions are direct lines—one to No. 3 Fire Station, one to No. 4 
Fire Station and one to Police Headquarters. 


Police Alarm System 


The system is of the Gamewell Type with ten Standard Police Boxes 
with recall lights and horns, one of which is private and nine of which are 
located on pedestals. By order of the 1935 Police Board, six police boxes 
which were located on poles have been removed, eleven police boxes located 
on poles are out of service but have not been removed and four police boxes 
which were located on pedestals have been removed. There is about 40 
miles of overhead wires and about 1% miles of underground cable which is 
used jointly with the Fire Alarm Telegraph System. The following Game- 
well equipment is installed at Fire Headquarters: one (1) 60 inch battery 
rack with 60 two-volt cells and two (2) rectifiers. The following equipment 
is installed at Police Headquarters: a switchboard with a time clock stamp, 
a four-circuit punching machine and a telephone for making calls to police 
boxes. 

Traffiic Signal System 

There are traffic lights at seventeen (17) intersections also one (1) all 
red traffic signal and bell located at the corner of Central Avenue and West 
Fourth Street which light is manually operated from Fire Department 
Headquarters.

Boxes and the replacement of two (2) old type with the new type. 

I recommend the purchase of a 1,000 gallon triple combination pumper 
with cab to replace No. 2 Engine which was purchased December 1920. 

; I recommend that eight (8) additional men be added to the fire fighting 
orce. 

It is a pleasure to acknowledge my appreciation of the cooperation re- 
ceived from the Mayor, Common Council, Fire Committee, various Depart- 
ment Heads of the City, members of this Department and the Press of the 
City of Plainfield.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE CITY ENGINEER 
STREET AND SEWER DEPARTMENT 


December 31, 1941 


To the Honorable, the Mayor and Common Council 
City of Plainfield, N. J. 


Gentlemen: 

I submit herewith my Annual Report for the year ending December 31, 
1941. 

Construction program for the year consisted of the following projects: 

1. Construction of storm and sanitary sewers, including the restoration 
of pavements, in Stillman Avenue and in Spooner Avenue from Wadsworth 
Avenue to Stelle Avenue. ; 

2. Construction of storm and sanitary sewers, including the restoration 
of pavements, in New Street from the Central Railroad of New Jersey to 
West Sixth Street. 

3. Construction of storm and sanitary sewers, including the restoration 
of pavements, 1n George Street from Cedar Brook to Harvey Place and in 
Johnston Avenue from George Street to St. Mary’s Avenue. 

4, Construction of storm sewers, including the restoration of pave- 
ments, in Rushmore Avenue from Willever Street to West Third Street; 
in West Third Street from Rushmore Avenue to Lyman Place and in Evona 
Avenue from West Third Street to Hunter Avenue. 

5. Construction of concrete curbs and gutters and bituminous macadam 
pavement on Cambridge Avenue from Leland Avenue to a point approxi- 
mately six hundred feet northeast of Leland Avenue. 

6. Construction of concrete curbs and gutters and bituminous macadam 
pavement on Lakeview Terrace from Pemberton Avenue to Remington 
Avenue and on Hillside Avenue from Randolph Road to Evergreen Avenue. 

7. Construction of a sanitary sewer in Carlisle Terrace from East Sec- 
ond Street to East Front Street. 

All of the projects listed above were constructed in cooperation with 
the Federal Work Projects Administration in accordance with agreements 
whereby the Work Projects Administration furnished most of the required 
labor and a small portion of the materials and the City furnished Engineer- 
ing, Inspection, Materials and Equipment. 

Projects 1 to 4 inclusive are complete and the work was’ done in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of General Improvement Ordinance No. 1088. 

Project 5 is completed. The work was done in accordance with the pro- 
visions of Local Improvement Ordinance No. 322. All of the cost, which 
was financed by the City, was assessed against the abutting property. 

Project 6 is completed. The work was done in accordance with the pro- 
visions of Local Improvement Ordinance No. 323. All of the cost, which 
was financed by the City, was assessed against the abutting property. 

Project 7 is completed. The work was done in accordance with the pro- 
visions of Local Improvement Ordinance No. 324. The improvement has not 
as yet been assessed. 

The Street Division furnished considerable labor and a small portion of 
the required materials for the completion of the pavements on the streets 
in which storm sewers were built. 

165,000 sq. yds. of macadam pavement surface was treated with an 
epphestion of bituminous material and covered with crushed slag or crushed 
stone. 

The Sewer Division cleaned approximately 57 miles of sanitary sewers 
and 5 miles of storm sewers and all appurtenances. 

The following table shows the activities of the Building Division in 
comparison with four preceding years.

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NINETEENTH ANNUAL REPORT, BOARD OF RECREATION 
COMMISSIONER 


To the Honorable, the Mayor and Common Council 
of the City of Planfield, New Jersey: 


The Recreation Commission submits herewith the Nineteenth annual 
report of activities conducted during the year ending with December 31, 
1941. 

The past year was of grave importance. Our whole social life was 
thrown out of balance. The war gave us solidarity. Our community felt 
the change. People worked longer hours, family life was affected in some 
cases when both man and wife were working leaving children to their own 
resources after school. This had its effect on the Recreation Commission 
program. With the city thrown into defense purposes, factories working 
longer hours, boys leaving for camp and station, our citizens still found . 
time to relax, emphasizing the physical side. Never in the history of this 
department have we had such a demand for bowling leagues. All facilities. 
were taxed to their limits. Men and women were so desirous for this ac- 
tivity that leagues were put on a shift basis, and still there were teams 
remaining which could not be accommodated. The increase in this activity 
alone showed better than 30 per cent. This activity is one hundred per cent 
self supporting. The above only reflects the whole scheme of last year’s. 
program. Not only were the people working harder, but playing harder as 
well. 


Citizens of Plainfield are well aware that good health increases hap- 
piness, makes the individual more efficient, and promotes well being. A 
nation is no stronger than its people; health is vital to National Defense 
against danger within and without, in times of peace as well as war. Our 
Recreation Commission plays a very important part in the building of 
morale, by building faith in the people themselves, their purposes and their 
activities. All this means, we who are on the home front must keep physi- 
cally fit through active competitive sports. Men and women of our com- 
munity who are beyond the age of violent sports, must find other means of 
physical activity to allow them the proper amount of exercise in the open. 


Please remember, that the only relief hundreds of civilians’ can get 
from the strains of all out war effort is the stimulation, sun, fresh air and 
relaxation from having exercised. In a democracy, national morale is what 
the people make it as they live, work and play together. 


Other features of activities conducted during 1941: 


In February, a City Hall Night was held at our weekly square dances. 
when all departments of the city were invited to participate, including the 
Mayor and Common Council. 


_ Under the joint auspices of the Knights of Columbus and the Recrea- 
tion Commission, an amateur Talent Show was presented at Fort Dix. All 
our best performers volunteered to make this presentation. We were told 
at Fort Dix, “If they don’t like it, they will walk out.” At the conclusion of 
our show the hut was still packed. 

In May an Industrial Recreation Association was formed consisting of 
firms in this vicinity. The program was on a self supporting basis and 
runs parallel to the city program and is considered an arm of the executive 
service. 

In cooperation with the local Elks Club the Commission sponsored two 
defense projects that are worthy of mention; one being the Amateur Show 
presented at the Raritan Arsenal for soldiers of that base, while the other 
was a series of night soft ball games for their defense fund. Teams from 
SNery section of the State were scheduled—making a series of eight con- 

ests. 

Our local entry in the Junior County Baseball Tournament won the 
County Championship during the month of August. 

The Plainfield Marbles Champion also was the County and District 


Champion. He entered the Regional Ch ionshi 
rR Repay g ampionships at Hershey, Penna.

The Recreation Commission again put much thought and effort in the 
Fourth of July Celebration, but due to inclement weather many phases of 
the program could not be carried out with success. 


Our Hallowe’en Celebration held in the various schools was very effec- 
tive. All children were invited to participate at their local school, while for 
the older boys and girls, a dance was held in the gym at the Plainfield 
High School. 


_ Twelve playgrounds, two playfields and the High School Pool operated 
during the summer months. Five playgrounds and two playfields were open 
during the months of May, June and September. All were well attended, 
and under competent supervision. At the close of the season championships 
were held in various events and all activities were keenly contested.

To the Honorable, The Mayor and 
The Common Council of the 
City of Plainfield, New Jersey 


Gentlemen: 


In the following pages the Board of Health takes pleasure in presenting 
its fifty-third Annual Report covering its departmental activities. Your 
Board of Health has progressed satisfactorily during the year 1941 because 
of the cooperation received from you, the medical profession, the welfare 
agencies, and other allied public health groups, both official and non-official. 
We take this opportunity to extend our thanks to all who have assisted us 
in carrying out our work so successfully. 


Social Security Funds made available through the State Department of 
Health and the United States Public Health Service made it possible to 
continue ,the services of a full-time bacteriologist in our laboratory. The 
need for this additional employee is only to well demonstrated by the great 
increase in the aggregate number of diagnostic specimens and analytical 
work done this year in comparison with previous years. 


In a study of communicable disease records for the City of Plainfield, 
it will be of interest to note the satisfactory low incidence of contagion 
occurring among our citizens. This, we feel, has been accomplished as a 
result of rigid sanitary control enforcement, the institution of carrying out 
preventive measures, and efficient quarantine and case finding methods. 


No city Health Department program can be planned and conducted 
without constantly having in mind its bearing on the health of neighboring 
communities and the nation as a whole. We have taken that fact into con- 
sideration with the realization that the strength of the nation depends upon 
the health and physical fitness of its people. Plainfield, with its past high 
record of public health activities, has established an enviable mark which 
has created a desire of emulation on the part of many communities through- 
out the United States. 


We wish to finally commend the Health Officer and the Staff for the 
loyalty and splendid spirit of cooperation that they have at all times shown. 
No program can be efficient without the whole-hearted support of those 
who are charged with carrying it out.

To the Honorable, the Mayor and Common Council 
of the City of Plainfield | 


_ The Department of Welfare submits herewith a report of their activ- 
ities for the year of 1941. 
The Department operated under State regulations, with a Local As- 
sistance Board of five members appointed by the Mayor, the chairman of 
the Board being one of the members of the Common Council. 


Relief Commitments 


During 1941, 584 applications for assistance were received, 126 of 
which were rejected. 

Tabulated below by monthly periods are the number of cases which re- 
ceived assistance each month, the number of persons involved, and the 
monthly total commitments for direct relief, for 1941.

Each Family Visitor in the Department must be fully conversant with 
the Legal Residence Law as outlined by the Municipal Aid Administration 
of Trenton, so that Plainfield will not be burdened with families who, al- 
though living in Plainfield, are the responsibility of other towns. 


Reasons for Dependency 


At the close of 1941, 235 cases with 659 persons were receiving assist- 
ance, of which 120 cases were unemployable. 

Of the 235 cases given assistance, 100 had no income, and were wholly 
dependent, while 135 cases had insufficient income from various sources 
which had to be supplemented by direct relief.

Hospital Care 


Relief cases given hospital care were subject to a 35% reimbursement 
from the Municipal Aid Administration at the rate of $2.50 per day per 
patient (except in social disease or alcoholic cases) if a relief order were 
issued to cover the case.

Visiting Nurse 


The Municipal Aid Administration also allowed a 35% reimbursement 
for Visiting Nurse care to relief recipients which amounted to $869.00.

Domestic Relations Cases 


In addition to giving assistance to persons in need of relief it is a 
regular function of the Department to handle domestic relations cases, non- 
support problems and complaints from unmarried mothers. It is the policy 
of the Department to adjust these cases if practicable, without recourse to 
court action. 


Non-Support Cases—Through the year 1941, the Department carried 
77 cases for support of family. 39 of these cases were adjusted through 
this department, and 38 were compelled to contribute to their families’ sup- 
port, by court order. 50 cases have been carried on the books from previous 
years, and 27 new cases were opened in 1941. 32 cases were closed in 1941, 
leaving a total of 45 cases carried into 1942. 


A total of $7,091.88 was received and paid out to whom it was intended. 


Paternity Cases—14 cases during 1941, involving support of illegiti- 
mate children, were adjusted through this department. Only one had to be 
taken to court for arbitration. 


Cash Relief 


In 1941, approximately 20 able-bodied men were assigned to work on 
our cash relief project. They worked for the amount of food and milk to 
which they were entitled according to their budget, and were paid in cash 
for this work. They were also required to work out the other relief they 
received the previous month, in the form of coal, and rent, etc. 


Cash projects were conducted mainly under the supervision of the De- 
partment of\Recreation. The men were used to keep tennis courts in condi- 
tion, set up bleachers, keep order in schools during evening recreation pe- 
riods, etc. Also, the entire inside of the building occupied by the Welfare 
Department was repainted by relief men. 


Approximately 5,712 hours were worked by these 20 men, and they 
were paid in cash for 3,877 hours, at the rate of 44c an hour. The remain- 
ing 1,835 hours were worked for coal and rent orders. 


We believe these relief clients have given a real return to the city for 
the assistance they received. 
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CCC Enrollment 


The Department handled all enrollments for the Civilian Conservation 
Corps. A total of 27 boys ( 18 white and 9 colored) were sent to camp. The 
$15.00 a month sent home, lightened the city’s relief burden in many cases. 


Surplus Government Commodities 


Again in 1941 the Federal Government distributed surplus commodities 
to meet the national problem arising from a surplus of farm products. The 
government purchased the surplus and provided for its consumption by dis- 
tributing the products to persons‘on relief who would not be able to pur- 
chase them. Thus the surplus commodities were used by those who needed 
them, without affecting the normal purchase of these same or comparable 
commodities. They were given as a gift by the government, provided they 
be given in addition to the regular assistance which relief clients received. 

These surplus products were given out regularly direct to relief cli- 
ents, on two delivery periods each month, at a central distribution point. 
The Department prepared the necessary lists of names and obtained signa- 
tures from all persons receiving the commodities. The Department also 
cooperated with the Division of Old Age Assistance and the State Board 
of Children’s Guardians, in giving products out to recipients of these grants.

Housekeepers Aides Project 


The Housekeepers Aides Project was again co-sponsored by the City 
of Plainfield to give housekeeping assistance in families where because of 
illness the mother was unable to take care of her children or do house- 
work. An average of 12 women were employed throughout the year. 

The project is operated at no expense to the city, as quarters are 
provided at the Welfare Department. A total of 2354 visits to relief or 
border-line relief homes, were made during the year. 

We feel the project has been of invaluable assistance to families who 
could not afford to pay for such service. 


Sewing Room Project 


The Department also sponsored the WPA Sewing Room, paying rent, 
light, heat, power, water, etc. Middlesex Borough, North Plainfield and 
South Plainfield had women employed in the Sewing Room in Plainfield, 
and these towns contributed to the sponsorship of the project expenses, on 


the basis of $2.00 per month per worker, as follows: 
Middlesex Borough North Plainfield South Plainfield Total 
$44.00 $16.00 $8.00 $68.00 


The distribution of clothing was made to the various municipalities in- 
cluding Plainfield, according to the number of workers employed. 

During 1941, 23,391 articles of clothing were given to relief clients, 
made by approximately 28 women employed monthly.

On October 1, 1941, in compliance with a Federal Order, the State-wide 
Sewing Project Administration adopted a new system of cutting the gar- 
ments and household articles made in the units throughout the State. Under 
the new system, a central cutting unit was established, and the garments 
were delivered to the individual units for processing. The finished articles 
were returned to a central storehouse where individual municipal requisi- 
tions were filled. Thus for the last three months of 1941 the Plainfield . 
Sewing Project worked only on women’s nightgowns, but our usual monthly 
requisitions for clothing have been filled as usual from Newark. 


National Youth Administration 


The City of Plainfield co-sponsored with other charitable organizations, 
‘the operation of a National Youth Administration work shop project, for a 
period of two months, by paying rent at $50.00 a month. At the end of 
February 1941, Plainfield’s co-sponsorship ceased. This project employed 
young women between the ages of 17 and 25, whose families were receiv- 
ing assistance, or where there was actual need of employment. They were 
employed fifty hours a month at a minimum wage of $18.00 a month. They 
worked on women’s and children’s dresses, bedding, bandages, etc. The 
project closed in the fall of 1941. 

Also, the Department of Welfare availed itself of a clerical NYA 
project which provided part-time employment to two youths. This project 
closed in the summer of 1941. 


Other Services of the Department 


During the year the Department worked in close cooperation with the 
Union County Welfare Board and the State Board of Children’s Guardians, 
in assisting persons to apply for these types of aid. 


Approximately 75 collateral visits were made by our Family Visitors 
for other States and other municipalities in New Jersey. Also, the Depart- 
ment cooperated with the Selective Service System, by helping to investi- 
gate registrants’ eligibility to be called. 


Conclusion 


The outlook for 1942 is very promiisng due to the Defense Program. 
However, it is well to note that the Department is constantly taking WPA 
applications from men who can find no place in defense or in private em- 
ployment because of age, disabilities, mental deficiencies, etc. A consider- 
able curtailing of the WPA would undoubtedly act to increase correspond- 
ingly the relief rolls of the city, as at the present time, approximately 150 
persons are employed on the WPA program. 

It is a pleasure to express my gratitude to the Mayor, the Common 
Council, and the Local Assistance Board for their cooperation throughout 
the. year. Appreciation is also extended to all public officials, the press, 
social agencies, and private individuals who have assisted in our work. 
Special thanks is given to the members of the Department for their loyal 
and untiring efforts to serve the community at all times.
